Week in Sey mo u r. 
The plan as arrang ed by the Merch­ 
ants Trade Jo u rnal was o u tlined in 
detail and after fu 41 discu ssio n the 
asso ciatio n u nanimo u sly v o ted to o b­ 
serv e the week Feb. 21-2G. 
This 
week has been desig nated as Natio n­ 
al Pay -Up Week and will be o bserv ed 
by cities and to wns in all parts o f the 
United States. 
The idea back o f the mo v ement is 
to inau g u rate a g eneral mo v ement 
fo r pay ing u p all neg lected acco u nts. 
The merchants o f o u r co u ntry are 
carry ing tho u sands and tho u sands o f 
do llars o f credit acco u nts o n their 
bo o ks. 
Mu ch o f this mo ney is in 
small acco u nts and can be paid read­ 
ily bu t the pay ment has merely been 
o v erlo o ked. 
If A pay s B, B can pay 
C, C can pay D, and D can pay A, 
and so a circle o f acco u nt pay ing is 
started, which is ex ceeding ly helpfu l 
to ev ery o ne. 
It tu rns a larg e amo u nt 
o f mo ney into the channels o f trade 
where it can be u sed pro fitably . 
The 
entire mo v ement will be a g reat help 
to ev ery o ne in the co mmu nity . 
The nex t matter o f impo rtance was 
presented by Mr. Nathan Kau fman 
in an address entitled, “Co nfidence 
and Co o peratio n.” Greater co nfidence 
in each o ther amo ng men, who are 
eng ag ed in the same lines o f trade 
and mo re co rdial co o peratio n, are the 
fu ndamental co nditio ns necessary fo r 
su ccessfu l bu siness. 
Mr. Kau fman 
clo sed his address by reco mmending 
o n behalf o f the directo rs that the 
Merchants Asso ciatio n affiliate with 
the Sey mo u r Co mmercial Clu b 
a s the 
Retail Department o f the Sey mo u r 
Co mmercial Clu b. 
This plan do es 
no t co ntemplate the diso rg anizatio n 
o f the Merchants Asso ciatio n bu t has 
in mind the streng thening o f bo th 
o rg anizatio ns fo r mo re effectiv e wo rk 
in dev elo ping the bu siness co nditio ns 
and trade relatio ns o f the bu siness 
men and peo ple o f o u r city and co m­ 
mu nity . 
The matter was discu ssed 
g enerally by members o f the asso ci­ 
atio n and the reco mmendatio n o f the 
directo rs was appro v ed. 
H. L. Bridg es and Ly nn L. Bo lling ­ 
er, who were deleg ates fro m the Sey ­ 
mo u r Retail Merchants Asso ciatio n 
to the state asso ciatio n at Lafay ­ 
ette, were called fo r and made re­ 
po rts o f the meeting . 
They to ld the 
sto ry o f ho w the state meeting was 
captu red fo r Sey mo u r fo r nex t y ear; 
they to ld o f ho w helpfu l the address­ 
es were, o f’ the enthu siasm that was 
sho wn by the merchants fro m o ther 
parts o f the state and their feeling 
that the meeting nex t y ear will be 
a direct benefit to ev ery merchant in 
this city . 
At the (do se o f their re­ 
po rts the asso ciatio n u nanimo u sly 
ex tended them a v o te o f thanks fo r 
the su ccessfu l manner in which they 
co ndu cted the Sey mo u r campaig n and 
pledg ed the asso ciatio n to increased 
activ ity du ring nex t y ear, so that

co llected and distribu ted amo ng tho se 
who are su ffering . 
The recent co ld snap fo llo wing the 
heav y rains resu lted in a larg e nu m­ 
ber o f calls. 
Amo ng tho se seeking 
assistance were small bo y s and u irl- 
who se parents were either sick o r u n­ 
able to pro v ide them with necessary 
g arments. 
A nu mber o f pitifu l cases 
hav e co me to the attentio n o f the 
wo rkers where families were liv ing in 
o ne o r two ro o ms witho u t any lient. 
Tempo rary assistance has been u iv - 
en so me <>f these families by neig h­ 
bo rs who hav e learned o f their plig ht 
bu t the su pplies o f co al which hav e 
been deliv ered will he su fficient 
fo r 
o nly a few day s. 
The charity 
w o rk­ 
ers are handicapped becau se o f the 
lack o f fu nds and when a case o f 
po v erty is repo rted to them it 
is n ec­ 
essary to raise what fu nds they can 
by priv ate su bscriptio n. 
A nu mb t 
o f peo ple who are interested in this 
wo rk hav e been v ery liberal and hav e 
g reatly aided in reliev ing the co ndi­ 
tio ns o f want repo rted to them. 
Qu ite o f 
few o f the families 
seeking help are penniless a- the 
head o f the ho u se i- o u t o f 
wo rk o r 
ill. 
Befo re aid i> g iv en the wo rkers 
alway s 
inv estig ate 
the 
co nditio ns 
su rro u nding the family and in sev eral 
instances hav e been able to find em­ 
plo y ment fo r either the hu sband o r 
wife. 
In this way they hav e made 
the family almo st independent. Many 
o f tho se seeking help are willing to 
do any kind o f wo rk they can find 
and ask assistance fro m the pu blic 
as the last reso rt. 
So me o f the wo rkers hav e su g g est­ 
ed that a “Bu ndle Day ” be arrang ed 
in the near fu tu re so that a qu antity 
o f clo thing can be co llected.

The co nference between President 
Wilso n and Secretary Lansing which 
was ex pected to hav e an impo rtant 
bearing o n the Lu sitania situ atio n 
was called o ff this afterno o n: 
Lansing carried to the White Ho u se 
Ambassado r Bernsto rff’s latest re­ 
po rt. 
It was hinted no drastic actio n 
will be taken u ntil Co l. E. M. Ho u se, 
no w in Paris, arriv es in Washing to n 
to g iv e fir.-t hand repo rts o n the Ger­ 
man’s situ atio n. 
Amo ng hig h o fficials in Washing ­ 
to n, Ambassado r Bernsto rff alo ne re­ 
maned o ptimistic. 
Bo th the president 
and Secretary Lansing let it be kno wn 
they co nsider 
a crisis 
has 
been 
reached. 
Lansing practically admitted that 
the new messag e deliv ered by Berns­ 
to rff y esterday o ffered no new ho pe 
o f a satisfacto ry settlement. 
That the situ atio n is no t alto g ether 
ho peless, 
Lansing indicated to day 
when he said that co nfidential neg o - 
tatio ns with the German Amba ssa do r 
will be co ntinu ed. 
“Is the situ atio n deadlo cked?” he 
was asked. 
“While 
co nfidential 
neg o tiatio ns 
co ntinu e,” he answered, “the situ a­ 
tio n canno t he called deadlo cked.” 
The fact that the president decid­ 
ed no t to co nfer with Lansing is taken 
to mean that he fo u nd no thing in the 
repo rt fro m Co l. Ho u se o n the resu lt 
o f tlie latter*- v isit to Berlin that re­ 
qu ired discu ssio n with the secretary . 
Te repo rt o f Co l. 
Ho use is kno wn 
o nly to the president thu s far. 
Bu t, 
it is po inted o u t that if Co l. Ho u se 
had made any acceptable su g g estio n 
leading to wards a co mpro mise this 
wo u ld be co mmu nicated to Secretary * 
Lansing that lie mig ht hav e the bene­ 
fit o f it in his dealing s with Berns­ 
to rff. 
Lansing repo rted the situ atio n y es­ 
terday as “u nchang ed.” 
It is be­ 
liev ed that the repo rt o f Co l. Ho u se 
may hav e left neg o tiatio ns u naltered.

The first state wide prim ary in In 
diana will b e held on Tu esday, M arch

The polls will b e open from 6:00 
E- m. u ntil 6:00 p. m. 
Only the political parties that cast 
ten per ceu t of the total vote at the 
preceding general election will take 
part in the primary. 
This year three parties will par­ 
ticipate in the state wide prim ary— 
Repu b lican, 
Dem ocrat and 
P rogres­ 
sive. 
Candidates to Be Selected. 
All the candidates for cou nty, tow n­ 
ship 
and 
ju dicial 
nom inations 
and 
candidates for prosecu ting attorney, 
the state general assemb ly, congress­ 
m en, United States senator, president 
and vice-president, and all state of­ 
fices. with the exception of lieu tenant- 
governor. secretary of state, au ditor 
of state, trea su re r of state, su perin­ 
tendent of pu b lic instru ction, rejiorter 
of su prem e cou rt, state statistician 
and ju dges of the su prem e and appel­ 
late cou rts, will b e chosen in the 
prim ary on March 7th.

Voters desiring to pa rticipate in the 
prim ary of any party can b e chal­ 
lenged only b y m em b ers of tha t party. 
On b eing properly challenged, b efore 
he can vote the voter m u st m ake an 
affidavit tha t he voted for a m ajority 
of the candidates of the party he de­ 
sires to affiliate with at the last pre­ 
ceding general election, and that he 
intends to su pport a m a jority of the 
candidates of that party at the com ­ 
ing election. 
A man who is u nder legal voting 
j0 ws: 
age at the tim e of the prim ary, b u t 
who will have reached his m ajority 
b efore election, has a right to partici­ 
pate in the primary.

suggestion only on th e latter point 
would prevent th e A ppam ’s departure. 
Th e Alabama case was cited as a 
precedent. 
In evidence of its observance of th e 
principle of denial to belligerents of 
th e righ t of sequestering prizes in 
neutral ports, th e British government 
points to th e queen's proclamation of 
June 1, 1861, issued at th e outbreak of 
th e civil war. wh en confederate priva­ 
teers were preying freely on th e com ­ 
merce of th e north ern states.

prizes entry into British ports, wh ich 
Secretary Steward declared to be “th e 
death blow of privateering.”

permit th e Appam to remain in an 
American port. 
Th e treaty guarantees to a German 
prize th e righ t to come and go freely. 
If forced to depart, German officials 
h ave stated th e sh ip would be sunk 
to prevent h er recapture by th e B rit­ 
ish . 
Germany Is expected

th e righ t to remain safe in Hampton 
Roads until th e ease goes before a 
prize court for adjudication.
